The  Canadian -built  corvettes  were  , 
making  their  maiden  voyages,  and 
the  crews,  most  of  them  fresh  from  | 
Canadian  naval  barracks,  were  Im-  i 
patient  They  wanted  action.  And  , 
before  the  trip  was  over  the  sailors 
had  all  the  excitement  they  wanted,  i 
The  crews  had  barely  settled  to  ^ 
routine  sea  duties  when  a Junkers 
88  swooped  from  a cloud  on  a mer- 
chant ship  straggling  behind  a con- 
voy. Before  the  warships  could - 
swing  their  anti-aircraft  guns,  two 
bombs  screamed  down. 

One  dropped  into  the  sea.  but  the 
other  struck  the  merchant  ship's 
bridge,  A puff  of  smoke  rose  and 
the  ship’s  engines  stopped.  Corvettes 
covering  the  starboard  flank  opened 
Are.  but  the  Nazi  zoomed  Into  the  i 
cloud. 

A “trouble-shooting’  corvette, 
stood  by  the  damaged  vessel  while  ■ 
the  convoy  proceeded  without  break  - 1 
ing  position.  After  the  convoy  had 
disappeared,  the  raider  returned  and 
tried  to  sink  the  merchantman  as 
the  injured  were  being  transferred 
PLANE  TURNED  TAIL 
Two  bombs  fell  astern  the  corvette 
A geyser  showered  the  quarter  deck, 
and  the  warship  rocked  and  rolled 
as  the  pom -ppm  gun  burst  Into  ac- 
tion. The  plane  turned  tall  and  dis- 
appeared in  the  direction  of  Norway. 
The  corvette  returned  unscathed  to 
the  convoy.

FOODS  THAT  COMMONLY  DO 
AND  OO  NOT  CAUSE  ALLERGIC 
SYMPTOMS 

In  my  undent  days  there  was  no  , 
■uch  a word  a*  tood  allergy— being 
sensitive  to  certain  roods— but  I 
knew  of  a number  of  Individuals 
who  could  not  eat  fresh  strawberries 
without  getting  hives  'Urticaria*.  I 
knew  one  relative  who  «ot~4Uvc*-; 
when  .she  ate  butter  and  another  rel- 
ative who  had  Indigestion  when  she 
ate  eggs  whether  the  eggs  were 
knowingly  eaten  or  were  concealed 
In  puddings,  ice  cream  or  other 
preparations. 

Now  that  a whole  specially  In 
medicine  — allergy  — has  been  built 
upon  our  knowledge  of  sensitive- 
ness to  foods,  it  might  be  well  to 
refresh  our  minds  as  lo  what  foods 
cause  allergic  symptoms  and  what 
foods  cause  little  or  none  at  all. 

Some  yeara  ago  I spoke  of  the 
report  Drs.  Walter  Alvarez  and  H 
Cortvln  Hlrnhaw,  Mayo  Clinic,  re- 
corded in  The  Journal  of  the  Amer- 
ican Medical  Association  They 
took  up  the  matter  of  allergy  from 
various  standpoints.  <a*  the  fre- 
quency with  which  sensitiveness  to 
food  occurs  In  the  general  popula- 
tion. <b)  the  list  of  foods  that  most 
commonly  cause  allergic  symptoms 
<c>  the  nature  of  these  allergic 
symptoms— hives.  skin  rashes,  ec- 
zema. stomach  and  Intestinal  up- 
sets. migraine  or  one-alded  head- 
ache, Irritability,  nervousness,  diz- 
ziness. cold  sweats,  loss  of  memory 
Mention  was  made  of  one  patient 
seen  by  Drs.  Alvarez  and  Hlnshaw 
who  was  so  benumbed  mentally  that 
for  many  years  he  was  unable  to 
work  and  spent  his  time  going  from 
one  mental  specialist  to  another. 


Within  a few  days  after  the  re- 
moval of  fish  and  a few  other  foods 
. from  his  diet,  "his  head  cleared’ 
and  he  returned  to  work. 

The  list  of  the  mo6t  common  food 
offenders  in  causing  allergic  symp- 
toms. in  the  order  In  which  they 
offend  are:  Onions,  milk,  cream,  ap- 
ples, cabbage,  chocolate,  radishes, 
tomatoes,  cucumbers,  eggs,  fat  rlcl) 
foods,  cantaloup,  •'meat"  and  beef, 
dried  beans,  watermelons  and  mel- 
ons. strawberries,  coffee,  cauliflower, 
pork,  lettuce,  corn,  bananas,  pickles, 
sweets,  nuts.  Wheat  has  been  added  I 
’ lately. 

A list  of  foods  that  seldom  cause 
symptoms  are:  Lamb,  gelatin,  but-  j 
ter,  sugar,  rice,  rye,  barley,  arrow- 
root.  tapioca,  lima  or  soya  or  string 
beans,  cooked  apple,  beets,  aspara- 
gus. sweet  and  Irish  potatoes,  tur- 
nips. parsnips,  pumpkin,  cooked 
pears,  weak  tea.
